Next January will see the supreme 
court composed of four justices, one 
from Minneapolis, Wilmar, Luverne 
and 
Rochester 
respectively. 
The 
northern part of the state does not 
look with favor upon the appoint­ 
ment of another judge from the nor­ 
thern part of the state, leaving the 
whole north two-thirds unrepresent­ 
ed. 
The Crow Wing county liar has cir­ 
culated petitions advocating the se­ 
lection of Judge W. S. McClenahan. 
the senior judge of the 15th judicial 
district, as the judge to fill the late 
Judge .laggard's place. 
Every law­ 
yer who has ever practiced in Juduge 
Met'lenahan’s court will favor this 
petition. 
It needs but little work on 
the part of his friends of the 15th 
district to ge the backing of northern 
Minnesota. 
He was born in Balltlmore. Md., is 
a graduate of Dickinson College and 
the law department of the University 
of Maryland, having practiced law in 
Baltimore until 1882, when he came 
to Brainerd. 
He was city attorney 
of Brainerd and then elected judge 
of the district court which position 
he has held many years, his term ex- 1 
pi ring in 1912.

Merritt claimed this was not a bona 
fide transaction and that Joyce was 
i not a purchaser in good faith but a l- 
I leged that these means had been em­ 
p lo y ed to “ freeze him out," and that 
Campbell and McAlpine had united 
forces to do this. 
The dismissal of the action serves 
to show that fraud was not proven. 
The plaintiff took a stay of 90 days 
to prepare an appeal to the state su­ 
preme court.
